J. W. Perry, Former Bank of 
Commerce Officer, So De- 
scribes Loan Concern. 





IS USURY SUIT+ WITNESS 





Testifies He Charged Long $17,- 
5oo for a Day’s Work, and 
Fhen Split It Up. 





The deposition of Ben F. Edwards, 
president of the National Bank of Com- 
merce in St. Louis, in the suit of Jobn 
T. Long of Kansas City against the 
bank for $333,450, alleging usury, was 
taken in secretin the law office of 
Lon O. Hocker in the Merchants-La- 
clede Building, ‘Tuesday. Long alleged 
that he was charged usurious interest 
in the form of commissions on a loan of 
$200,000 obtained from the Bank of 
Commerce in 1906. He Sued to recover 
twice the sum of the alleged usury and 
‘interest, this being permissible under 
| the national banking law. 

The deposition of J. W. Perry, former 
vice-president of the National Bank of 
Commerce in St. Louis, and president 
of the Hamilton Investment Co., and 
now president of the National Bank of 
Commerce of Kansas City, was made 
public Tuesday. 

Perry testified that he represented 
both the Hamilton Investment Co. and 
the National Bank of Commerce in ne- 
gotiating the loan to Long. He de- 
scribed the Hamilton Investment Co. 
as a “‘tin box on my desk in the of- 
fice of the Bank of Commerce.’’ 

He testified that as the representa- 
tive of the Hamilton Investment Co. and 
the National Bank of ~Commerce he 
charged Long $17,500 for one day’s serv- 
ices in investigating his proposition. This 
$17,500 was split up between the bank and 
the investment company within a year, 
he testified, $15,000 going to the bank 
and $2500 to the investment company. 

As president of the Hamilton Invest- 
ment Co,, Perry testified he was paid 
a salary of $125 a month. Hé was also 
paid a salary by the Bank of Commerce 
at the same time. He said also he was 
president of several country banks in 
which he had an interest. 

wotes $200,000, Got $172,000. 

The attorneys for Long,charge in their 
petition that he was required to pay a 
commission of $25,000 to the National 
Bank of Commerce for making the $200, - 
000 loan. This was in addition to the 
regular interest of 6 per cent. The Vv aSe- 
sert that Long gave the bank his notes 
for $200,000, but actually received only 
$172,000... This was a %-day loan. 

The next year, the petition recites, the 
Rank of Commerce charged him an 
additional $25,000 for renewing the loan. 

Perry, in his-testimony, said that J. 
in. Cottingham told hint he was to get 
$25,000 to make the _ transaction with 
Long, and that Perry was to get a cer- 
tain proportion of it for helping him 
put the deal through. He said he final- 
ly got $17,600. : 
‘“What was the first arrangement?’’ 
asked the attorney for Long. 

“Ten thousand dollars”’’ 

“You crowded him up a little?” 

“Yes, sir.’ 

“And what was the consideration for 
which this $17,500 was paid to the Ham- 
liton Investment and the Bank of Com- 
merce ?’’

Perry testified that in the handling of 
the Long propositions he became secre- 
tary of the Williamsville, Greenville & 
St. Louis Railroad and the Holiday- 
Klotz Lumber Co. It was to purchase 
these. properties that Long borrowed 
$200,000 from the National Bank of Com- 
merce. He put up the securities of the 
corporations as collateral for the loan. 

As secretary of the railroad company, 
he testified, he received $19,600 of the 
bonds of the railroad company for his 
services and turned them over to the 
Hamilton Investment Co. This was in 
payment for his services, he said, in 
getting out the last issue of the com- 
pany’s bonds. 

He testified that he also received a 
batch of notes of the Holiddy-Kloiz 
Lumber Co,.for his services as secre- 
tary of that corporation, byt could not 
recall whether the notes were for $5000 
or $26,000. These notes Were also turned 
over to the Hamilton Investment Co. 
to pay for his services.

of the Ways and Means Committee of 
Congress, and a strong presidential pos- 
sibility, declared to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Tuesday, the Democrats would 


rout the Republicans on every hand 
in the next election, and elect their 
presidential candidate by a great ma- 
jority. 

Congressman Underwood was the 
guest of the Young Men’s Demo- 
cratic Club St. Louis at a ban- 
quet at the Missouri Athletic Club, 
Monday night. He has been making a 
speaking tour of the Eastern and Cen- 
tral Western States. 

Leader in Tariff Fight. 

lt was under the leadership of Con- 
gressman Underwood that the Demo- 
cratic majority in the House passed 
five important tariff bills, which were 
also passed by the ‘Republican Senate 
and put up to President Taft. He ve- 
toed the bills. 

“The Democrats will go into the fight 
next year pledged in favor of a genuine 
revision downward of the tariff, all 
along the line,’’ said Congressman Un- 
derwood. 

“We will concentrate our attack upon 
the Republican idea of protecting the 
rrofits of the American manufacturer. 
The Republican platform and President 
Taft both declare in favor of such pro- 
tection. 

“The Democrats contend that there 
can be no justification ef the taxation

MANTEO, N. C., Oct. 17.—Preliminary 
sliding tests made by the Wright Broth- 
ers on ‘hill 13 developéd the fact that 
there is nothing radical in the design of 
the machine used. Six glides were made, 
the longest of them being 250 yards, 
while the maximum time in the alr was 
26 seconds. 

The new machine, so far as could be 
observed, is different from the standard 
type only in its much flatter wing curve 
and appears to be a refinement of the 
mono-rail gliders that Alexander Ogii- 
vie and Anthony J. Drexel Jr. already 
have tried at their aerodrome in En- 
gland. 

Observers agree that the machine 
should stay aloft in a strong wind a 
considerable length of time if the sus- 
taining surface of the glider and the 
depth of its lifting curve are both ,in- 
creased. 

With this accomplished the success 
of the machine still would dépend almost 
entirely upon the development of the 
personal skill of the operator. 

Orville Wright operated the machine 
today and was assisted in the@ex per- 
ments by his brother Lorin and by Al- 
exander Ogilvie. The machine was car- 
ried to the top of Hill 13 and lifted into 
the air by Lorin Wright ane Ogilvie.

Col. Giles Allison, formerly of Mex- 
ico, Mo., one of the larger towns in 
Clark’s district, reports that owing to 
the fact of the Clark presidential head- 
quarters being opened in New York, 
Col. “Bob’’ White, editor of the Mex- 
ico Ledger, and other prominent Dem- 
ocrats, have announced themselves az 
candidates for the Speaker’s seat in 
Congress. 


Clark Must Decide. 
“According to the - Missouri primary 


laws,”’ said Col. Allison, today “‘Champ 
Clark cannot be a candidate for Presi- 
dent and hope to be a member of the 
next Congress. In Short, he must de- 
cide on taking chances of winning the 
presidency by renouncing the speaker- 
ship of the next House. 

“The sudden closing of his headquar- 
ters at the Waldorf and the hasty de- 
parture of his manager look as if the 
Speaker had concluded that a bird in 
the hand was worth two in the bush, 
and he will hold on to the speaker- 
ship. 

“Col. White of Mexico is one of the 
most popular men in Missouri, and is a 
brilliant editor. Clark’s district con- 
sists of five of the richest counties in 
the state, and each has ambitious Dem- 
ocrats who have been waiting for years 
to go to Congress. They now think they 
see a chance since Clark opened head- 
quarters at the Waldorf. 

“If primaries are held to decide the 
choice of the Missouri Democrats, Folk, 
Clark and Wilson all will have to file 
declarations with the State committee.

Asks Advice of Priest.

ST. LOUIS MAN LEADING 
Charley Spencer Has Missed 
Only 36 Times in 1300 
Efforts. 





Charles G. Spencer of St. Louis, pro- 
fessional trap shot champion of the 
world in 1910 and winner of many im- 
portant target events; W. R. Crosby, 
J. H. Taylor and other well-known 


shotgun experts, will compete in the 
post-season championship shoot which 
will be begun today on the range at 
the Sunset Hill Club, St. Louis County. 

The event will continue four days and 
is open to both amateurs and profes- 
sionals, under certain conditions. Ama- 
teurs who have shot 600 birds at regis- 
tered tournaments, this year, and pro- 
fessionals who have attended at least 
two of the interstate handicaps are eli- 
gible to compete. 

Two hundred singles will be shot each 
day for four days by each contestant, 
and 25 doubles. The interstate associa- 
tion gives a diamond medal each to the 
amateur and professional marksmen 
who are the high guns in the respective 
departments for the week. THe event 
is a scratch contest and winds up the 
events which count in the individual 
averages of the professionals in the 
race for the 1911 championship. 


Spencer Again Leads, 
~So far Charles Spencer is leading for 
the 1911 title, with but 36 misses out of 
1300 blue rocks. J. R. Taylor is second 
with 37 in the same number of tries. 
L. S. German, winner of the prelim- 
inary 100 shoot Monday, is tied for sec- 
ond with the same figure as Taylor 
and W. H. Heirs is next with 38. 

There are 800 men eligible under the 
amateur class and 31 professionals, 
many ef whom are here for the big 
event. This is really the classic of 
the year, for the Grand American is a 
handicap, not a scratch shoot. 

Spencer is the most remarkable trap 
shot in the world. Not. only is he cham- 
pion and likely to remain so, but he 
holds the highest average ever made, 
97.2 for 8600 targets. He also holds the 
record for consecutive targets, 565. 

In July Spencer set a new world’s 
record at Wijmington, shooting from 
the 22-yard mark. He killed 97 in 10 
at this distance. '
